“He’s really positive,” said 
Calingasan. 

Sandusky, who has been 
surfing for 12 years, operates 
Surf Ontario, a shop in Toronto 
that sells surfboard and stand- 
up paddle boards as well as 
other equipment associated 
with surfing. 

He teaches others how to 
surf on lakes Ontario, Huron 
and Erie, depending on 
where the waves are. He uses 
Environment Canada, the 
Weather Network, wave models 
and information from buoys 
stationed in the lakes to figure 
out where the surfwillbe. 

Wyldewood Beach, said 
Sandusky, is a good location 
to teach new surfers because 
the waves are a bit shorter than 
at other nearby locations, the 
beach is dean and there aren’t 


any children or adults playing 
in the water that his students 
have to worry about crashing 

“Last week I taught four 
people down here.” 

Holding on to the surfboards 
of the students and fighting the 
waves and current is exhaust¬ 
ing, he said. That’s why he’ll 
only teach two people at a time. 

“I want to keep sharp and 
fresh,” said Sandusky, who, 
after he was finished teach¬ 
ing grabbed his surfboard and 
headed off to another location 
to catch larger waves with other

The Canal Days festival 
underscores marine 
history, heritage and fun 

Port Colborne has its turn to bask in the glow of publicity 
and attention over the long holiday weekend just ahead. 

It’s an opportunity that, we know, will be ably and 
proudly taken advantage of. 

The occasion of course is the Canal Days Marine 
Heritage Festival, celebrated this year from Friday, Aug. 3 
through Monday, Aug. 6. 

Key words here are “marine heritage”. Port Colborne, 
known as the Lakeside City, is a working marine com¬ 
munity. There is history and there is heritage here, and it 
is fitting and just that both are observed and celebrated, 
especially during this high-profile long weekend. 

The marine heritage affiliation and angle makes this 
a bona fide community festival. As Canal Days' public¬ 
ity trumpets and rightly so: “Port Colborne is a working 
marine community, with rich nautical history and wel¬ 
coming hospitality...the city takes the time to celebrate the 
reasons why this picturesque town has grown and pros¬ 
pered - our marine heritage and our connection to the St. 
Lawrence Seaway and the seafaring world at large.” 

Southern Ontario, including of course Niagara, has an 
abundance of festivals held throughout the year's four 
seasons. Some are large, some are small; some are strictly 
local, some have international standing and status. We 
can say here with certainty that the Canal Days Marine 
Heritage Festival has evolved and emerged to be one of 
the pre-eminent festivals not only in the region but across 
the province. Now in its fourth decade, this festival enjoys 
a place on the national stage as well. Just last week, an 
inquiry was received from folks in Alberta about the avail¬ 
ability of accommodation close to Port Colborne so they 
could stay a night or two nearby the height of celebrations. 

Justifiably so. Canal Days has an agenda so diverse that 
it has appeal right across age and personal interest demo¬ 
graphics. The term, “something for everyone” is one used 
often without justification. But in the case of Canal Days 
- it is neither exaggeration nor empty boast. 

This year the War of 1812 is being showcased during 
Canal Days with special exhibits and events at the Port 
Colborne Historical and Marine Museum. Of course, many 
other attractions are being hosted at this venue, always a 
popular destination for visitors from near and far. 

The bottom line is this: There is much to see, much to 
listen to, much to do, much to try and much to experience. 
If estimates are correct, about 300,000 people tradition¬ 
ally attend Port Colborne’s Canal Days Marine Heritage 
Festival - in our book the premier annual celebration that 
Niagara has to offer.

1. Systems installed within the past three 
years with proper approval and inspection 
should be exempt from inspection. 

2. Unfortunately, not everyone main¬ 
tains their system properly so ongoing 
monitoring is required. The simple way 
to do this would be to require mandatory 
pump-outs every three or four years by 
licensed operators. Information could be 
provided on the invoice as to observed 
conditions with a copy going to the 
township.

One transit system for Niagara

THOROLD — One transit 
system to rule them all. 

That’s the direction Niagara 
Region council chose last 
Thursday, when councillors 
got behind kick-starting a pro¬ 
cess that will lead to options 
for a true regional bus line. 

In a pair of recorded votes, 
they scooted past a chal¬ 
lenge to Regional Chair 
Gary Burroughs and backed 
Port Colborne Mayor Vance 
Badawe/s proposal for options 
by spring of 2013. 

“This is a great opportunity 
for Niagara to be an easier 
and better place to work,” said 
St. Catharines Coun. Bruce 


Timms. 

And, he said, having a true 
regional transit system could 
mean attracting full-time GO 
Transit train service. He said 
that’s the region’s best shot at 
growth. 

“We don't have (GO) until 
we get regional transit,” he 

Councillors backed the 
motions despite St Catharines 
Coun. Brian Heit bidding to 
split it in half, balking at the 
wording "facilitating the 
implementation” of a bus 

That came after St. 
Catharines Coun. Andy 
Petrowski challenged his right 
to split the motion. Petrowski’s 
idea failed by an 18-9 score, 


and the votes passed by 17-10 
and 23-4 afterward. 

“Some of us are concerned” 
with the wording, Heit said, 
adding it could be read as lock¬ 
ing the region into a bus line. 

The proposal even drew 
support from vocal regional 
transit foe Petrowski, who said 
he hoped it will help the region 
decide if it needs to be in tran¬ 
sit or not 

Badawey said the motion 
asked the question of how 
regional transit should be pro¬ 
vided, whether through the 
public or private sector. 

“We are a world-class desti¬ 
nation. Quite frankly, it's time 
we acted like it,” he said.

PORT COLBORNE — It looks like 
the end of the road for paid parking in 
downtown Port Colborne — for now, 
anyway. 

On Monday, July 23, city council 
approved, after much debate, moving 
forward with a one-year trial period

for two-hour free parking in the 
downtown core. 

Armed with a petition signed by 
more than 50 business represen¬ 
tatives, the downtown business 
improvement area board brought 
the issue forward in hopes of saying 
goodbye to the lakeside city’s parking 
meters. Several BIA members made 
presentations Monday in support of 
free parking and one in opposition. 

Funds collected from parking 
meters and parking fines pay for 
enforcement throughout the city. 

In 2011, Port Colborne received 
$21,430 in meter revenue and $8,750 
in parking fines. 

Enforcement costs the city $21,840 
annually. 

To help cover the cost of lost reve¬ 
nue during the trial, it was suggested 
retailers could advertise on bags cov¬ 
ering the meter heads. It was also 


suggested the city raise its fines for 
parking infractions. If council chooses 
to increase fines, an application must 
be submitted to the chief justice of 
the Ontario Court of Justice. There’s 
no guarantee it will be approved. 

It is yet to be determined whether 
it will be more cost-effective to bag 
meters or remove the heads and 
place them in storage. Concerns were 
raised over vandalism and deteriora¬ 
tion of the meters should they be left 
in place. 

Enforcement of the two-hour limit 
will be done on a complaint-only 

The business community is aware 
it will have to “self-police” the issue, 
said BIA board member Gary Talosi. 

Signage will also be created to assist 
with enforcement.

Wainfleet website spammed 


WAINFLEET - An attack 
by Russian spammers caused 
the Township of Wainfleet to 
shut down its website and 
replace it with a temporary 
page earlier this month. 

Wainfleet’s information 
technology specialist, Darius 
Zelichowski, noticed a mali¬ 
cious code on the adminis¬ 
trative side of the website, a 
side not seen by the public. 

“The code redirected us to 
pages with just words. The 
pages changed all the time. 
It was fairly easy to trace it 
back to Russia," he said. 

Another thing the mali¬ 


cious code did was change 
the way Wainfleet's web page 
was shown from Google 
searches. 

“It showed us as dealing 
in Viagra and Cialis,” said 
Zelichowski. 

If a person were to click 
on the link, however, it 
would bring them back to 
Wainfleet’s website. 

Google also had a warning 
the site might be compro¬ 
mised just below the link. 

Zelichowski said it will 
take a while for the website 
to change the way it’s shown 
on Google searches, but the 
Viagra and Cialis references 
will eventually go away.

attack, Zelichowski said it 
was easier to take down the 
whole website and reinstall 
it from scratch. 

While inconvenient, the 
attack wasn’t all bad. It coin¬ 
cided with a decision by 
the township to change its 
website. 

“Staff was telling me visi¬ 
tors did not like our website 
at all,” said Zelichowski, 
adding people thought it was 
too difficult to navigate. 

Zelichowski was happy 
to hear those comments, 
because the software being 
used for the website was 
coming to the end of its 
life and there were security 
issues surrounding it as well.

■ WILDLIFE: Humane society’s call volume has increased by 150%, responding to reports of raccoons with distemper symptoms 

Raccoon distemper outbreak spreading

WELLAND — An outbreak 
of distemper affecting rac¬ 
coons has spread into the 
heart of Niagara. 

While the disease was 
prevalent earlier this year in 
the Haldimand area, Welland 
and District Humane Society 
executive director John 
Greer said it has continued 
to spread westward into 
Niagara during the spring 
and summer months. 

Humane society staff have 
been inundated with calls 
from people concerned about 
raccoons on their property 
with obvious symptoms of 


the fatal disease. 

“Our wildlife calls are 
through the roof for rac¬ 
coons this year. It just seems 
like epidemic proportions,” 
Greer said. “It's all distemper 
related. That’s the one really 
hit them really hard.” 

He said the number of calls 
the humane society receives 
for raccoons with distemper 
symptoms is up about 150% 
over previous years. 

unfortunate." 

Greer said wildlife experts 
he’s spoken to suspect the 
unusually warm winter might 
have contributed to the prev¬ 
alence of the disease. 

Extremely cold tempera¬ 


tures kill off many viruses 
during the winter, but “this 
winter was so mild that when 
we did get cold spells they 
didn’t really last, and the next 
day it could be up to almost 
20 degrees.” 

Greer said one issue that 
may contribute to the spread 
of distemper is people trap¬ 
ping raccoons and illegally 
transporting them more than 
one kilometre away from 
their homes. 

Doing so, he said, can 
“really decimate the wildlife 
population.” 

In addition to transporting 
the animal, he said people 
are inadvertendy transferring 
the diseases the raccoon may 


be carrying to “a whole new 
population of animals” that 
might have not been experi¬ 
encing the same disease. He 
said the raccoon may seem 
healthy, but it could be carry¬ 
ing distemper. 

“I think people are doing 
that more now,” he said. “It’s 
against the law. You can be 
fined for doing it.” 

Distemper attacks an ani¬ 
mal’s nervous system caus¬ 
ing it to behave erratically, 
wander slowly and lethargi¬ 
cally. Greer said a green tint 
is visible in the eyes of the ill 
animals when light is shone 
at them. 

“You have to be care¬ 
ful with your dogs," Greer 


warned. “If the dogs are up to 
date with their vaccine they 
should be fine, but if they do 

coon they should be veteri¬ 
narian checked just to make 

There are treatments that 
can prolong the life of an 
infected animal, but there is 

Although the disease poses 
no threat to humans, Greer 
said people still need to be 
careful handling wild rac¬ 
coons because the animals 
are also known to carry round 
worm — a parasite that can 
be deadly to humans. 

“Anyone who does have 
a sick raccoon, they should 


be careful. If they're garden¬ 
ing, wear gloves because the 
round worm is transferable,” 
he said.

WAINFLEET — Firefighters 
will have a new vehicle to 
help them fight fires and deal 
with other emergencies in the 
township. 

In a recorded vote, council 
voted to amend a report from 
fire Chief Harry Flagg and accept 
an option to purchase a 2,000 
gallon tanker truck. 

Aid. Ted Hessels was opposed 
to the purchase of the truck, 
which will be a used vehicle with 


a new tank, and instead wanted 
to see the purchase of a 3,000 
gallon truck. 

Hessels, a volunteer fire¬ 
fighter for more than 20 years, 
believed that despite Flagg’s 
report to council, a 3,000 gallon 
truck would not take more time 
to load and unload. 

"A 3,000 gallon tanker will 
have a thousand more gallons at 
the scene when it is needed the 
most. The time it takes to fill is 
very minimal, it's the travel and 
hook up that will consume the 
most time. If there is a bottle¬ 


neck at the fire scene that means 
there is water supply.” 

Hessels said the chief used a 
number of fire departments as 
references and wondered why 
he never consulted with West 
Lincoln, which is more geo¬ 
graphic to Wainfleet and has 
2,900 gallon and 3200 gallon 
tankers. 

"Why are larger tankers not a 
problem for them?” 

Flagg, who took over as fire 
chief late last year, said the prob¬ 
lem with the larger trucks is they 
won’t fit in all of the halls in the 


township. 

“We have to fold in the mir¬ 
rors on the trucks we have now.” 
While width is a problem, length 
is really the major issue, the 
chief added. 

He also said with a 2,000 
gallon tanker, the ponds used to 
hold water at a scene are smaller 
and don’t take up as much of 
the road as a larger pond would 
with a 3,000 gallon truck. That 
makes things safer for not only 
firefighters, but the public as 
well. 

Hessels went back to his belief 


that a larger tanker track would 
be better, but Flagg didn’t want 
to argue with the alderman. 

“I don’t want to get into a 
back and forth on this. A 2,000 
gallon tanker truck is what we 
need. We shouldn’t have to fix 
halls, we should have tracks that 
fit the halls,” Flagg said. 

The chief said die truck would 
give the township two tankers 
and they would be stationed 
at either end of Wainfleet. The 
township already has pumper 
tracks with 900 and 500 gallon 
capacities.

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CRIME: NRP raid marijuana greenhouse operation in Wainfleet 

$11 million in pot uprooted

WAINFLEET — Police have seized 
more than $11 million in marijuana 
from a Wainfleet greenhouse. 

The Niagara Regional Police guns, 
gangs and grows unit had been inves¬ 
tigating the greenhouse complex at 
43634 Hwy. 3, just west of Smith Rd., 
since May. 

On Wednesday, July 25 at about 9 
a.m., police executed a search warrant 
at the property, where a large-scale 
marijuana grow-op was discovered. 

Covering the entire growing area 
inside the greenhouse, marijuana 
plants ranged from about 15 centime¬ 
tres to 1.3 metres. 

The majority of the plants had 
reached the budding stage of develop¬ 
ment, police said in a news release. 

A section of the greenhouse had 
been converted into a processing room 
to dry the marijuana. 

More than 11,300 plants were seized. 
Police put their combined value at 
more than $11 million. 

Three males initially fled from the 
greenhouse to a nearby corn field 
when officers executed the search 


The area was contained immediately 
by the emergency task and canine 
units and all three suspects were found 
and arrested. 

Due to the magnitude of the grow 
operation, officers from the forensic 
services unit, District 2 and 3 street 
crime units and the PAVIS (Provincial 
Anti-Violence Intervention Strategy) 
unit helped to dismantle and process 
the scene. 

Charged with production of a 
controlled substance and posses¬ 
sion for the purpose of trafficking 
are: 46-year-old Xian Zhi Wang, of 
Toronto; 61-year-old Neng Tao Jin, of 
Scarborough; and 30-year-old Rui Han 
Lin, of Markham. They had a court 
appearance scheduled for date July 30. 

Police ask that Niagara residents, 
specifically people in rural communi¬ 
ties, be vigilant in their surroundings 
and report suspected criminal activity 
to police to prevent criminal groups 
from establishing. 

Signs residents can look out 
for include absentee neighbours, 
unkempt lawns, garbage not being put 
out, unusual odours in the area and a 
lack of interaction with the commu¬ 
nity, he said.

Consistency brought to Port Colborne CIPs

PORT COLBORNE - Keep 
it consistent. 

That's the plan Port 
Colborne chose to proceed 
with Monday, making some 
slight changes to the munici¬ 
pality's existing community 
improvement plans. 


“This report brings consis¬ 
tency to all of our CIPs,” Dan 
Aquilina, director of plan¬ 
ning and development, told 
councillors. 

Policy ensures a 50% 
rebate will be offered “across 
the board" for planning 
and building permit appli¬ 
cation fees that fall within 
the CIP areas. The rebate 


will be offered through the 
city’s Olde Humberstone 
Main St., Brownfield, 
Downtown Central Business 
District, East Waterfront and 
Industrial CIPs. 

Before the report was 
passed, two of the CIPs 
offered a 100% rebate, two 
a 50% rebate and one no 
rebate at all. 


This “adds to the suite of 
robust incentives” offered by 
the city, said Mayor Vance 
Badawey. 

The municipality's incen¬ 
tives combined with those 
potentially offered in the 
future by Niagara Region 
should encourage invest¬ 
ment in the area, he added.

Niagara Region’s Gateway 
Economic Zone and Centre 
community improvement 
plan was endorsed at a 
regional committee meet¬ 
ing last week. It will now 
be circulated to affected 
municipalities including Port 
Colborne, Welland, Niagara 
Falls, Fort Erie and Thorold 
for comment. 


City council also passed 
a motion Monday direct¬ 
ing staff to prepare a report 
for the region showing Port 
Colborne's intentions to 
align city incentives with 
those offered at the regional 
level.

Niagara grabs the green title

THOROLD — Niagara Region has 
crowned itself the king of green power. 

In a 20-7 vote, regional council pro¬ 
claimed Niagara the Green Energy Capital 
of Canada. 

The moniker, proposed by Niagara Falls 
Mayor Jim Diodati, will adorn signs at key 
entryways to Niagara. 

But the decision irked foes in west 
Niagara who are battling wind turbines and 
left some councillors asking what right the 
region has to the name. 

“It’s easy for (Diodati) to talk about green 
energy. He's got Niagara Falls, for pete's 
sake,” said Welland Coun. Peter Kormos. 

He slammed solar power as insufficient 
and wind power as a “sham,” and said he 
“would care less" about support for the 
moniker from Greater Niagara Chamber of 
Commerce. 

“Putting that kind of sign up is like 
declaring, ‘I’m the Pope, so you’d better kiss 
my ring,”’he said. 

But Port Colbome Mayor Vance Badawey 
said the nickname could mean jobs. 

“It’s not just about putting a sign at every 
comer of the region. There’s an economy 
attached to it,” he said. 

He said taking on the name could help 
Niagara regain an economic edge and send 


a message that industry will be closer to 
power sources here. That means lower 

The move, Badawey said, is "150 years 
overdue.” 

Diodati’s motion noted the title would 
label Niagara as a green energy devel¬ 
opment leader and signal Niagara is 
a key contributor to the country’s green 
economy. 

Businesses here, the motion noted, have 
already embraced the green moniker. 

But Wainfleet Mayor April Jeffs said the 
motion “flies in the face" of Wainfleet town 
council’s opposition to wind turbine proj¬ 
ects going up in the area. “To declare this 
all-encompassing designation, tonight, I 
think is premature,” she said. 

And Welland Mayor Barry Sharpe said 
the motion is "not respectful” of munici¬ 
palities in Niagara opposed to green power. 

The motion passed with an amendment 
from Pelham Mayor Dave Augustyn to act 
on the moniker. He asked staff to update 
the region's growth plan to reflect the green 
energy crown by the end of the year. 

St. Catharines Mayor Brian McMullan 
noted the vote wasn't about the province’s 
controversial Green Energy Act, but about 
green energy in general. 

"Really, what it’s about is jobs,” he said. 
“Why can't we bold for some reasons, for 
the right reasons?”
